Appraisal of Content; 2. 

One of the aaln purposes of the visit of ex -0 rand Mufti of Jerusalem, 
HaJJ Aaln al-Qjj^pJ^Jto 8yrla In July-August 1956, vas to arrange a 
truce between tte lunran al -Muslim! in (Moslem brotherhood) In Syria 
and Jaaal 'AM-al-Raar at the latter's request. Basr wanted the Ikhwan 
to sto^ working against hla, and to support him on the Sues Canal Issue. 
The Syrian Xkhwan Informed HaJJ Aaln that In return for this reversal in 
policy, they would require the following concessions from Basr: 

a. freedom to re-establish their organisation In Cairo as a 
legally licensed group, 

b. Return of all funds and properties formerly confiscated, to 
the Ikbvan, 

c . Release of all Ikhwan members now in prison, 

d. Permission for Ikhwan members to Join the "Palestine Liberation 
Army" now being formed by Baar.1 

During HaJJ Amin's stay in Syria he visited the Jordan Embassy In 
Damascus and requested that exiled Jordanian Ikhwan activists be 
permitted to re-enter Jordan. This request was transmitted to Jordan, 
and King Husayn gave his consent. As a result, HaJJ Amin plans to 
have two of his followers, Ishaq Darwlsh and Mmlf al-Husaynl, stand 
for parliament in the Jerusalem district, where the ex -Mufti still 
has a strong following. 2 



1. Field Comment . This is directly at odds with a remark made by 
King Husayn, in old -August, to the effect that It vas his under- 
standing that Basr vas Mumping* HaJJ Amin. We are Inclined to 
favor the above report, rather than the King's. Source Is usually 
better* Informed on Mufti activities than the King who sometimes 
reflects misinformation fed him by bis advisors. It Is possible 
also that the King has been aisled by the Egyptians who would have
